PEACE TERMS. 


The allies’ peace terms for Russian Bolshe­ 
vik!? 
It is believed that the recently announced 
opening of trade channels between the allied 
nations and the Russian people is but the fore­ 
runner of a resumption of diplomatic rela­ 
tions, peace. Why , may be asked, do the al­ 
lies now offer peace to Russia 
when 
they 
have refused it for two y ears? 
Milton Bronner, European 
manager 
for 
The Newspaper Enterprise Association, be­ 
lieves the answer is this: 
The High Cost of 
Living. 
“Steadily rising prices compel Eng­ 
land to look elsewhere 
than 
to 
the 
United States for food supplies. 
For­ 
merly a quarter of the world’s supply of 
exportable wheat came 
from 
Russia. 
Belfast and other textile centers are 
clamoring for Russ flax.” 
That, Bronner believes, will end 
warfare 
between the allies and the Bolsheviki.

like this: 
Stay within y our 
own 
frontiers, 
don’t meddle with our people by propaganda, 
and y ou can have peace and trade.”
